for herself, but to supply hez allies. 
“She had.900 military establish- 
ments ‘of the first class going and 800 
auxiliary factories, which /are worked 
by 425,000 hands, of whom45,000 are 
womén,” said the’ premier. “Italy is 
now making as many guns in a month 
as she made in a year formerly. Her 
machine-gun, output. has multiplied 
six hundred times and that of shells 
ofe hundred and ten times. Her aut- 
omobile . output also has’ itéreased, 
while the aviation industry is making 
rapid strides.” 1 ‘

Rumania and 
Its People 


Some Interesting Facts About the 
Latest Country to Join 
the Allies 


Rumania lies between 44 and 48 
north latitude. 
‘-It' has an area of 50,720 square 


miles—that is, somewhat more than 
the area, of the State of New York. 
The Danube forms, most of its 
Southern boundary. Fromm the ‘river, 
extending northward to the Carpa- 
thian mountains, the country has 
three well defined zones, «first low- 
lying steppes, next a vine and forest 
region, and lastly mountainous slopes 
covered with pines and holding . the 
siiow' in ‘some localities as long ‘as 
five months. y 
In Rumania alone of the. countri¢s 
“of Europe vitally: interested in” the 
owar of the nations has the ruler died 
since the . struggle began: King 


Charles, who was a Hohenzollern of! 


a former tion-reigning branch of that 
fanvily, was married to a. German 
Princess. His nephew, the present 
sovereign, King Ferdinand, is mar- 
tied to a granddaughter of Queen 
Victoria, of Britain. 

Rumania has a population nearly 
twice as large as Bulgaria's. and its 
railroads, postal facilities, telephone 
system and good roads testity to 
‘a better state of internal develop- 
ment than Bulgaria enjoys. or even 
its more powerful neighbor, Russia, 
has achieved. ; 

Only half of the people can. read 


and write, but in recent years educa-| 
advances, | 


tion has made great 
Forty per cent. of the recruits to the 
army are illiterate. 

In good crop years Rumania pro- 
duces 80,000,000 bushels of Wheat and 
100,000,000 of Indian corn. 

Though the chief : 
country is in its agriculture, in re- 
cent years its petroleum has formed 
a rival article of sale to foreign na- 
,tions, 

The Carpathian mountains form a 
natural boundary between Rumania 
and Austria-Hungary. The wide Dan- 
ube separates Rumania from its sou- 
thern foe, Bulgaria. It will not be 
easy for an army to pass these bar- 
riers in either cirection if bravely op- 
posed. 3 : 

The Rumanians are a Latin race in 
the same sense, though in not so great 
a degree as ihe Spanish are. ‘Their 
language is elosely allied to the Latin 
and almost séven-eighths of the peo- 
ple speak the Rumanian tongue, 

The Jewish people of Rumania have 
increased rapidly in modern times. 

. The Jews possess much personal pro- 
perty in all the cities. The govern- 
ment closely restricts their commer- 
cial activities and their social. pro- 
gress. 

In the Russo-Turkish: war: of 1877-8 
Rumania threw in its lot with Rus- 
sia, having first, however, sought cer- 
tain privilegés from Turkey in vain, 
Despite Russia’s debt to Rumania tor 
the latter’s aid, Russian. statecraft 
denied Rumania’s claim for Bess- 
arabia on the fiorth, and for many 
years: Russia was out of favor at 
“Bucharest. 

A family named Bratiano- has been 
influential in Rumania governmental 
affairs. Joan was the first Premier 
of the country. Demeter, his brother, 
intrigued against him and took. his 

-place in 1891, . The present Premier 
J. J. C. Bratiano, son of the former, 
while the Premier in 1915 was T. C. 
Bratiano, son of Demeter. 

The public debt. of the country is 
over $350,000,000, mostly held in Ger- 
many, : 

The principal city of the kingdom 
is the capital, Bucharest; with a popu- 
lation of 350,000, Galatz is next in 
rank, but-has erly 75,000 people, 

The Rumanians may be able to out 
an army of 1,000,000 into the field. 
The regular army has comprised 240,- 
000 men, five infantry corps and two 
cavalry divisions, 

In the Balkan troubles of. 1913-14, 
600,000 men were mobilized against 
the Bulgarians. Large forces crossed 
the Danube toward Sofia’ without 
great difficulty. 

Before the present war,.Rumania’s 
infantry was armed with Mannlicher 
or German rifles and its artillery with 
Krupp and Gruson guns, 

The nation is strongly fortified on 
the Russian and Austro-Hungarian 
sides, the development of its defen- 
sive. works having called ‘out ob- 
jections in former-years, from. both 
St. Petersburg and Vienna. 

Bucharest is one of the most 
strongly fortified cities in Europe. Its 
defences included in 1912 as many as 
eighteen forts. 

Rumania has particularly devoted 
funds to naval preparedness in the 
Danube river, where it) now has 
monitors, destroyers and gunships, 
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The Production of 
Timothy Seed 


Sound Economy for Farmers to Give 
Attention te Its :Cultivation 


With a yiew ‘to meet the Eastern 
Canadian, demand. for timothy seed, 
ithe Alberta Departnient of Agricul- 
|ture have been carrying on investiga-| 
tions’ as to the ‘capability of the pro-| 
vince. They have just issued a book-} 
ley “Phe-—Preduction:_of-—Fimottiy | 
Seed,” by H. A, Craig, deputy min-| 
ister of agriculture, describing the re-| 
sults, It,says that during: 1915 suffi-} 
cient Albertd-grown seed . was -mar- 
keted to test the requirements of the! 
trade. and. to establish the standing | 
of Alberta seed in Eastern markets. 
After stating that six or eight cars of | 
Alberta seed found their way east i} 
the early months of the year, and that} 
reports emphasize+the superiority of| 
the ‘seed. over that of the United} 
States, the bulletin points opt that} 
| Canada requires six or seven hundred 
}tiousand bushels of timothy seed an- 
|nually, sixty or seventy per cent. of 
|which has been coming from across 
the border, and concludes that “on 
account of the adaptability of our soil 
to timothy growing. over a consider- 
able area, and of the superiority of the 
| Alberta-grown seed, it would appear 
|to be sound economy for Alberta far- 
|mers who have thé right kind of land 
jto give some attention in the future 
to the production of this crop for the 
Canadian market.” There is equal 
opportunity for securing a good mar- 
jweet in the United States, Mr. Craig 
| 


thinks, and by way of encouragement 
he points out that wholesale prices 
have risen in the last ten years on 
|the Chicago market from $4.50 to $7.00 
|per cwt. The bulletin goes on to de- 
scribe soil adaptations and cultural 
methods, concluding with references! 
to shipping and marketing. Copies. of 
this bulletin can be obtained from 
the Departtnent of Agriculture, Ed-; 
monton, Alberta. 

Government estimates place the ti- 
mothy seed crop of Alberta for! 1316 
at about one hundred thousand bush- | 
els. Most of the timothy seed pro-| 
duced in the province is grown in the 
districts. of Pincher Creek, Cardston 
and Lethbridge in the south, and as 
far north as Olds and Red Deer, Up 
to this year the bulk of the Western 
grown seed has been marketed un- 
cleaned. ‘This season, however, 
through arrangements with the Grain 
Commission, the government term-| 
inal elevator at Calgary has been fit- ' 
ted for cleaning and handling tim-| 
othy.

It is true that most 
of them are poisonous only when! 
eaten, and that few are poisonous to 
touch, but they have all developed | 
these qualities in self-defence. 

Some of them store their poison in 
their seeds, others in their root 
stocks and others in their roots to 
protect their progeny from harm. 
They do not go about looking for} 
trouble or seeking whom they may| 
destroy, but they are prepared to re- 
sist invasion of the rights of. their! 
children, Nux vomica and aconite 
are two of this kind. |

After a 
rehearsal of the necessities which 
brought the Allies into conflict with 
the German claims, and which com- 
pel us to continue fighting until 
Prussian militarism is destroyed, the 
signatories of this document, amongst 
whom we note consistent supporters 
of our cause, sich as Mr. Archer, ! 
Professor Gilbert Murray and Pro- 
fessor Hobhouse, give the following 
account of our national demand: 
“When our ministers spoke of des- 
troying Prussian militarism, the 
méant the ending of a system which: 
has compelled.all Europe to arm, and | 
now fo send all its sons to die in| 
millions, That’ system can be ended’ 
as soon as Germany is ready to ac- 
cept what most other nations have 
long desired, the settlement of inter- 
national question by peaceful arbiftra- 
tion or co-operation. in council, and 
not by the open’or secret menace of 
the sword.” 

Here, it seems to us, is the clear 
statement of the first condition of a 
settlement. It is not certain that any 
military victory, however decisive, 
can in itself bring the ending of the 
Prussian system, or can even compel 
the German people to desire its end 
instead of desiring to foster it for 
some distant revenge. It is probable 
that further military successes for 
the Allies will be required to break 
the old obstructive will of Germany. 
But there are signs that, with the 
gigantic loss of life she has sustained 
and with the certainty of further dis- 
asters staring her in the face, she 
is ripening for a repudiation of a 
her conquests.”

Salt as a Healer 


Medical Men Now. Recognize the 
Physiological Importance 
of Salt 


The preservative, the cleansing and 
the soothing effects of salt have been 
known for ages. To this extent and 
with _ some recognition of existing 
practice, the use of saline solutions 
in British military hospitals is not 
new, says the New York World. The 
interesting points are in the evolution 
of salt to the position of a sole heal- 
ing agent, and in the method of. ap- 
plication by a constant stream which, 
in a single flowing washes the wound, 

rds it from infection and contri- 
utes healing power. 

An ancient and common houschold 
article thus supplants, after the in- 
itial disinfecting, the highly scientific 
antiseptic appliance of the day. 

This elaboration of an old remed 
recalls to mind the medical stir whi 
followed in 1901 the publication from 
the University of Chicago, by Dr, 
Jacques Loeb. and Prof. D, J. Lingle, 
of the theory that a solution of com- 
mon salt in the blood, neutralized by 
calcium and possibly potassium salt 
solution, was the cause of the rhyth- 
mic beating of the heart, All doctors 
had known of saline injections to 
stimulate the heart. Those who hesi- 
tated over the new proposition ad- 
mitted the physiological importance 
of galt and its ability, after a hemorr- 
hage, to bet the deficiency in cir- 
culation until new blood is made,

“The little, aged figure of that un- 
fortunate man, whose physical disa- 
bilities were perhaps in part respon- 
sible for the war, was to be seen 
from the French lines watching the 
battle from the ground behind. He 
was distant from the nearest obser- 
vers by more than the common range 
of a field piece; he was caught only 
by the careful scanning of glasses; 
but the figure and its surroundings. 
were unmistakable; Grouped about 
him was the “brilliant staff” of the 
newspapers and stage; and the White 

uirassiers, which were to be the es- 
cort of his triumph, were massed to 
the left and behind. He had also put 
on for that day the white uniform of 
that corps and the silver helmet. It 
was pathetic and-a-little grotesque.”

Good Seed 


Government Commission Will Inves- 
tigate Grain Seed Conditions 


Nothing is of more importance to 
the western farmer than he should 
have good seed. If he has poor seed, 
no matter how early the season or 
how propitious are the growing con- 
ditions, his crop cannot be good. 

The department of agriculture of 
the Dominion Government has always 
paid great attention to this question 
of good seed and testing laboratories 
are provided at many prairie poirts 
to which farmers may send s&mples 
of their grain so that its germination 

ualities may be determined. All 
ese precautions, however, are based 
on the premise that there is good seed 
available in the country, as there gen-| 
erally has been. | 

This year, however, it is stated that 
owing to the poor crop in the north- 
ern part of the United States our 
bee: ehezyde across the line will be com- | 
pélled to come to Canada for a great 
proportion of their supply. It is fur- 
ther said that there are already agencs 
from the United States in the. Can- 
adian West for the purpose of buying 
seed. .In view of these circumstances 
the department of agriculture is about 
to appoint a commission whose duty 
it will be to see that enough good 
seed is kept in Canada for next year's 
planting. This, is a wise and timely 
action on the part of the government, 
and one whose value will perhaps be 
more generally recognized in six 
months’ time than it is today.—Cal- |

Sockeye Pack Was Much Less Than 
in Previous Twelve Months 


The B. C. sockeye pack is 231,000 


cases, as compared with 477,000 cases . 


last year, revealing a'condition that 
does not make the packers optimistic. 
It is said to be a bad-year, and this 
was due to the fact that weather con- 
ditions through the whole season 
were wet and cold, causing fish to 
swim low in the water and thus es- 
cape the 22ft. nets. The fish were in 
the rivers and inlets, but they were 
not caught on their way up to the 
spawning grounds. 

It was an “off” year for sockeye on 


the Fraset River, but. the falling off 


was greater than had been expected 
even for a slim. year. One packer 
contracted to sell 15,000 cases before 
the season began, but all he could 
put up was 4,000 cases, and he was 
hard put to do even this. In general, 
contracts are being filled pro -ata, 
and the buyers are glad to take what 
they can get.
